J n d y e Olds Decides the 
T e l e g r a p h - 
Pole 
Case In F a v o r off t h * 
Western Viilon. 


Judge Walter Olds, of the Whitley 
circuit court, last 
evening 
decided 
the injunction suit of Louis 
Fox, 
Gilbert E. Bursley, 
A. C. 
Trent- 
man 
and others 
against the 
Western Union 
Telegraph 
company. 


Their proceedings were to prohibit 
the Telegraph company from rejiairing 
its broken line on Calhoun street and to 
test its right to that thoroughfare over 
their protest and the objection of the 
city. 
The case has been on trial for ten 
days and every inch of ground was ably 
contested. 


In substance Judge Olds holds: 
First. 
That it appearing that the 
Western Union Telegraph company had 
accepted the act of congress of July, 
1866, the common council of the city of 
Fort Wayne could not compel the tele- 
graph company to remove their poles 
from Calhoun street, which is a post 
road, or require them to be put 
under- 
ground. 


Second, 
That the city and property 
owners were estopped by their 
acqui- 
escence and conduct to enjoin the re- 
placing and maintaining of ita line on 
Calhoun street. 


Third. 
That the city, under the act 
of congi-ess, of July, 1866, might have 
power to exercise control in the location 
of the poles UIK)U the street, when 
first 
erected, but the city having, in the fii-st 
instance, 
indicated 
where the poles 
should be placed, could not now require 
them to be moved. 


Fourth. 
That the city, under its jx)- 
lice power, could not pass any ordinauct.', 
or do any tict which would deprive the 
telegraph company of any right given 
by the act of congi-ess, or abridge any of 
its rights under that luit. 


Fifth, 
That the telegraph 
«omi)any, 
under the pr(X)f in this case, were ready 
and willing at all times to locate its 
poles to suit the convenience of properiy 
owners, and it would l)e unjust and in- 
equitable to now make an order for the 
company tf) do that which it was ready 
and willing to do, before the institution 
of this suit. 


Sixth. 
That the erection and main- 
tenance of telegraph 
poles and wu-es 
upf)n the street are not an additional 
burden, but is one of the uses for which 
the street was originally dedicated. 


The court refused to grant an injunc- 
tion, dis.solved the temporary injunction 
heretofore granted and entered a gen«r- 
al finding for the Tolegra]>h company. 
The impression })revail.s that the plain- 
tifls have subjected them.selves to a veiy 
large liability, upon the injunction bon<l 
given at the commencement of the suit.

Mr, 
Cleveland's message has seem- 
ingly enraged a few republican editorial 
•writers over the country, and they ex- 
claim that his talk is for nought, since 
his policy has been rejected by the peo- 
ple. 


This would be a very effective argu- 
ment if true, but unfortunately it is not 
and it may pain the average partisan 
heart to absorb the information that Mr. 
Cleveland, on a popular vote basis, is 
the undoubted choice of the American 
people. 
Official returns of the popular 
vote for president have not been re- 
ceived from Colorado, 
Delaware, Geor- 
gia, Minnesota, Nebraska, Nevada, Oi-e- 
gon and West Virginia, but official 
figures are compiled to show that Gen- 
eral Harrison has carried twenty states, 
by aggregate majorities of 476,000, 
while 
Mr. Cleveland has carried 
eighteen states by aggregate majorities 
of 556,000, giving Cleveland a popular 
majority of 80,000, or 18,000 more than 
he received in 1884. 
The official vote 
from the remaining 
states may vary 
the figures a few thousands, but it is 
more than likely to increase than to di- 
minish Mr. Cleveland's majority of the 
popular vote. 


General Jackson was defeated by 
Jolm Quincy Adams in 1824, when the 
former had 50,000 majority of the popu- 
lar vote over his successful competitor, 
but the electoral vote did not give 
Adams his majority. 
He was elected 
by the house, where each state has only 
one vote, and where Delaware and New 
York had equal power in deciding the 
contest. 
In 1876 Hon. Samuel J. Til- 
den had a pojiular majority of 250,000, 
but General Hayes was declared elected 
by a comipt and dishonest 
electoral 
college. 


For the first time in the history of the 
nation—a nation, too, based on the will 
of the majority as expressed at popular 
elections—a president steps into the chief 
executive office as the representative 
of a minority of the people. It is neither 
a compliment to General Harrison or 
his party to suppress the -will of 80,000 
freemen and it points out a fatal defect 
in the mode of electing 
president 
through an electoral college that 
sup- 
presses the will of the majority and robs 
free bom Americans of the rights and 
fmits of suffrage. 


The democratic party is fettered, but 
not defeated, for the people have pro- 
claimed for its president and policies.

There are at present 246,095 Indians in 
the country, a decrease of only 6,000 in 
ten years. 


There was an increase of 60,252 in 
the number of pensioners la«t year, and 
the outlay for pensions was 856,707,- 
220, an increase of $3,882,000. 


The 
labor bureau 
reports 1,411 
strikes in the country during the year, 
in 9,861 establishments, with 
499,489 
men involved. 


The report of the war 
department 
shows an expenditure for the year of 
$41,165,000, divided as follows: Salaries 
and contingent 
expenses, 
$1,978,890; 
support of the army and Military Acad- 
emy, $25,293,378; public works, includ- 
ing river and harbor 
improvements, 
$13,785,234; miscellaneous objects, $3,- 
575,000, An appropriation of $2,840,- 
000 is asked for coast defenses and $1,- 
390,000 for working the sub-marine 
sysiems. 


The postmaster general reports re-

R^ME, Italy, Nov. 25, 1888. 
Though there may not be anything in 
my letter that is new to your readers, 
there may, nevertheless, be a line here 
and there of interest to them. 
With 
this apology as a preamble to a some- 
what hastily written epistle, permit me 
to venture upon my pleasant task. 


I have been in Bibme a week and it 
has been my pleasure to visit churches 
a few, galleries several, ruins here and 
there dating from olden times, even be- 
yond the Christian era, and also to 
study the city and the people that dwell 
within its walls. 


The Eternal City has so many thou- 
sand places of interest that one may 
study for a year and still be a novice in 
all that makes up the great Bome. A 
visit to St. Peter's is made and it is fol- 
lowed py a second and again by a third, 
and yet it is not entirely understood in 
its stupendous proportions. 
For in- 
stance, about the center of what we will 
call the middle asle, is the crypt, the 
burial place of

P A U I I , 


down into the basement, if you will, 
and above this an altar at which the 
pope, only, says mass. 
What I want to 
state particularly is that above this there 
is a cupola, a great dome, up above the 
roof of this wonderful church. 
This 
dome rests upon four huge buttresses of 
marble, 234 feet in circumference. 
These buttresses are, of course, very ar- 
tistically 
ornamented. 
There are 
niches in them containing statues six- 
teen feet in height. 
The dome rises 308 
feet above the roof, and is 630 feet in 
circumference. 
In from the side aisles 
there are, on both sides of the church, 
chapels, a great number of them, in 
each of which mass is offered. 
I will 
only add to this paragraph that the 
portico alone of St. Peter's is large 
enough to make 
several 
good-sized 
churches. 
It is seventy eight yards in 
length, fourteen and one-half yards in 
width and sixty-six feet in height. 


I have twice visited the Vatican pic- 
ture gallery, but two visits more will be 
required that I satisfy myself. 
Even 
then there are too many pictures to re- 
fer to them in detail. 
Permit me to 
mention 
that in this gallery is the 
world-renowned 
Transfiguration, by 
Raphael, his last great work. 
I n the 
Sistine chapel is the great ceiling paint- 
ing of Michael Angelo, representing

through its different stages and history 
on into the years of Noah, through those 
the prophets to the expectation of 
Savior. On the altar wall is the 
more wonderful (wonderful in its 
way) picture, Michael Angelo's 
Last 
Judgment. 
It is sixfy-four feet in 
width, 
almost square. I t is an awful 
itudy, great, no doubt, in its art. I n 
the center is Christ and the Blessed Vir- 
gin, surrounded by apostles and other 
saints; below the rising dead is hell, ac- 
cording to Dante's conception. The 
angels are near the saints, whilst the 
devils with instruments of torture, are 
near the other class. 
All these figures 
are of large dimensions, greater, many 
of them, than life size. 
There is also a 
sculpture gallery and a Mosaic factory 
here attached to the Vatican, but I 
have not yet had time to visit them. 
The Vatican palace has eleven thousand 
rooms. 


Passing to another direction let us 
visit the church of the Passionists and 
find here the siato mnta or sacred stairs. 
There are twenty-eight marble steps 
brought from the palace of Pilate at Je- 
rusalem, whirh our Savior ascended 
when he entered the court of the gov- 
ern or, 
They were brought to Rome in 
326 by the Empress Helena. Each step 
is probably twenty inches wide and 
perhapH five inches in height. The 
marble slab is covered with wood for 
preservation. 
The hall into which the 
staimay ascends is about eight feet 
wide, and the length of each slab ex- 
tends from one wall to the other. Six 
persons can kneel side by side on each 
step. 
This wood-casing is the case with 
all except the topmost slab, which is 
very much worn and has become great- 
ly reduced from its original thickness. 
People who ascend these stairs do so on 
their knees, never on their feet. The 
task is not so easy, nor do the pious 
visitor's tibial bones and knee caps ex- 
perience anything other than consider- 
able wear at the end of his little pil- 
grimage, 
A jovial priest from Califor- 
nia, coi-pulent and of short stature too, 
was thought by his friends to have, in- 
deed, accomplished an heroic task by 
this devout exercise. 
A good American 
bishop, of heavy weight, he too per- 
severed in his pious undertaking 
until 
he reached the height, and perspiration 
rolled from beneath his silvery looks. 
Close by is the 


CHURCH OF ST. JOHN liATERAH, 


the nave of which is 426 feet in length. 
The church has a history of many vicis- 
situdes. 
At its high altar the pope, 
only, says mass, if mass be said there. 
It is said that in the baptistry attached 
to this church, Pope Sylvester baptized 


of 
the 
still 


place just previous to his death, in 887. 
St. John Lateran, after the time of Con- 
stantine the Great, was the principal 
ahuich of Rome, and called "the mother 
and head of all churches of the dty and 
of the world." 
Five important coun 
oils, 1123, 1139, 1179, 1215 and 1512 
were held in this basilica. 


In front of the Lateran palace at 
tached to the church, is an- obelisk, the 
^ t in existence, measuring 104 feet 
with the pedestal 153 feet, weighing 600 
tons. 
This obelisk, was erected 
ori^ 
nally 6 t Kuig Thothmosis, at Thebis, 
w h o l i v ^ from 1597 to 1660, before 
Christ. 
It was brought to Rome in 357 
by Constantius, and erected on its pres- 
ent site by Pope Sixtus V. 
It is of red 
granite. 


Thus I might continue to write you 
about other great churches and gather 
statistics in reference thereto, but your 
patience would become exhausted. As 
your paper reaches a goodly number of 
the clergy of our diocese, I take occa 
sion to state that

ordinal Mazotti was buiied 
last 
week. 
Solemn sei-vices of requium 
were held in the church of St. 
Augus- 
tine. Archbishop Sepiacci was celebrant 
of the mass and Cardinal Zacchoni pro- 
nounced the last absolution. Mgr. 
Jacobinij Mgr. Macchi, the pope's 
major domo, the archbishop of Ottowa, 
Canada, and the bishop of Fort 
Wayne 
occupied places near the catafalque. 
By the way, it is stated to-day in the 
journals that at the next consistory Mgr.

Aprospos the emperor's visit so many 
things have found their way into the 
papers, that I desire to state the follow- 
ing:

A large number of peo- 
ple saw in the visit a recognition of the 
existing state of affairs in Italy. 
This 
view is taken, of course, by the entire 
government and liberal party. Bis- 
marck spoke of the visit a« a jiolitical 
necessity, saying that he could not dis- 
regard the 300,000 men that bear arms 
in Italy, 
At the same time he wished 
to

Accordingly, a visit was arranged to the 
pope and an etiquett was adopted that 
could not be compromising to the dig- 
nity of the Vatican, a repitition that 
prevailed at the reception of the crown 
prince, which was that he would not go 
to the Vatican in carringt's of the quirinal. 
The orown prince was in the can inge 
of Von Schlosser, and 
the emperor in 
hia own carriage, also from tlie Ger- 
man embassy. 
In spite of this vifiit of 
coui tesy to tlie pope there can be no 
doubt that some want of tiefeuce was 
manifested for the feelings of the 
Sovereign Pontiff, by tlie young emper- 
or and prominent persons of his suite. 
In conformation of this I do not refer to 
the slighting and gestiiig manner in 
which rumor says he spoke of his visit 
after his return to the quirinal. But 
his strong declaration at a public ban- 
quet that same evening 


IN FAVOR OF ITAUAN TTNITY, 
and his declaration in the same speech 
of mutual pledges of Italy and Ger- 
many, to guarantee each other protec- 
tion seemed a little too forward and too 
indelicate at this juncture of affaii-s. 
In fact, it seemed that the impression 
left by the emperor on the minds of 
the people is that he was much 
given 
to levity and light jesting, and bore 
himself on the whole like a big boy 
turned loose from "school into vacation. 


What is reported to have bet'u the 
conduct of Herl)ert Von Bisniai-ck in 
the appartments of tlie j)ontiif cannot 
be more free from censure than that of 
the 
«nperor himself. By a private 
preconcerted plan, as it is stated. Prince 
Henery was to demand admission to 
the papal presence twenty-five minutes 
after the emperor's entrance, t© jn-event 
a prolonged private conversation. In 
accord, with this plan, the Prince Im- 
perial approached the door of the pope's 
private entrance and demanded admis- 
•ion. 
The Mgr, on duty excused him- 
self, not feeling atithorized to interrupt 
the conversation of the emperor and his 
holiness. 
At this junction Herbert Von 
Bismarck dashed forward as if to open 
the door by violence, and sail I the 
Prince Imperial of Germany does anie 
raimra to nobody, and then to prevent 
further rudeness and 
disturbances the 
Mgr, opened the door. 


The result of the emperor's visit may 
be inferred. 
As much might bo said of 
Salisbury's promises to the Holy See. 
But I must close, ray letter it is already 
too lengthy.

Fifth. That the telegraph vompauy, 


under the proof in this case, were ready 
and willing at all times to locate its 
poles to suit the convenience of property 
owners, and it would bo unjust and in- 
equitable to nowmakaau order for the 
company to do that which it wan ready 
and willing to do, before tho institution 
of this suit. 


Sixth. That the erection and main- 


tenance of telegraph polos and wires 
upon the street ore not an additional 
burden, bnt is one of tho uses for which 
tho street was originally dedicated.

MAJORITY OP THE PKOPLE. 
Mr. Cleveland's message has seem- 


ingly enraged ft few republican editorial 
writers over the country, and they ex- 
claim that his talk is for nought, since 
his policy has been rejected by the peo- 


ple. 


This would be a VP ry effective argu- 


ment if true, but unfortunately it is not 
and it may pain the average partisan 
bcart to absorb the information that Mr. 
Cleveland, on a popular vote basis, is 
the undoubted choice of the American 
people. 
Official returns of the popular 


vote for president have not been re- 
ceived from Colorado, Delaware, Geor- 
gia, Minnesota, Nebraska, Nevada, Ore- 
gon and West Virginia, but 
official 


figures are compiled to show that-Gen- 
eral Harrison has carried twenty states, 
by aggregate majorities of 476,000, 
while Mr. 
Cleveland has carried 


eighteen states by aggregate majorities 
of 556,000, giving Cleveland a popular 
majority of 80,000, or 18,000 more than 
he received in 1884. The official -rote 
from the remaining states may vary 
the figures a few thousands, but it is 
more than likely to increase than to di- 
minish Mr. Cleveland's majority of the 
popular vote. 


General Jackson was defeated by 


John Quincy Adams in 1824, when the 
former had 50,000 majority of the popu- 
lar vote over his successful competitor, 
but the electoral vote did not give 
Adams his majority. 
He was elected 


by the house, where each state has only 
one vote, and where Delaware and New 
York had equal power in deciding the 
contest In 1876 Hon. Samuel J. Til- 
den had a popular majority of 250,000, 
but General Hayes was declared elected 
by a corrupt and dishonest electoral 
college. 


For the first time in the history of the 


nation—a nation, too, based on the will 
of the majority as expressed at popular 
elections— a president steps into the chief 
executive office as the representative 
of a minority of the people. It is neither 
a compliment to General Harrison or 
his party to suppress the will of 80,000 
freemen and it points out a fatal defect 
in the 
mode of electing president 


through an electoral college that sup- 
presses the will of the majority and robs 
free born Americans of the rights 'and 
fruits of suffrage. 


The democratic party is fettered, but 


not defeated, for the people have pro- 
claimed for its president and policies. 


THE DEPAKTIHENT BKPOKTS. 
The reports of the business depart- 


ments of the government have their own 
lesson and a brief consideration of them 
must instruct and interest. 


The secretary of the interior shows 


that during the year there were 47,180 
laud patents issued, covering on area of 
7,500,000 acres. The receiptsfrom sales 
of public 
lands 
were $13,522,000. 


There are at present 246,095 Indians in 
the country, a decrease of only 6,000 in 
ten years. 


There was an increase of 60,252 in 


the number of pensioners lost year, and 
the outlay for pensions was $56,707,- 


220, 
an increase of 83,882,000. 


The 
labor bureau reports 
1,411 


strikes in the country during the year, 
in 9,861 establishments, with 499,489 
men involved. 


The report of the war department 


shows an expenditure for the year of 
$41,165,000, divided as follows: Salaries 
and contingent expenses, $1 , 978, 890 ; 
support of the army and Military Acad- 


emy, 
325,293,378; public worhs, includ- 


ing river and harbor improvements, 
S13,785,234; miscellaneous objects, $3,- 
575,000. An appropriation of $2,840,- 
000 ifl asked for coast defenses aud $1,- 
390,000 for working tho sub-marine 
ay fit ems. 


Tho postmaster general reports re- 


ceipts of $52,695,476, and expenditures 
of $56,885,403, and estimates a deficien- 
cy next year of $3,303,414. 
Attention 


is called to the abuse of the franking 
system, and legislation is aaked on this 
subject. Recommendation is also made 
that at the termiuntion of existing con- 
tracts for tho manufacture of postage 
stamps, postal cards and stamped envel- 
opes, the, government tako tho work into; 
itfl own hands,

Though there may not be anything in 


my letter that is new to your readers, 
there may, nevertheless, be a line here 
aud there of interest to them. 
With 


this apology as a preamble to a some- 
what hastily written epistle, permit me 
to venture upon my pleasant task, 


I have been in Rome a week and it 


has been my pleasure to visit churches 
a few, galleries several, rains here and 
there dating from olden times, even be- 
yond the Christian era, and also to 
study the city and the people that dwell 
•within its walls. 


The Eternal City has so many thou- 


sand places of interest that one may 
study for a year aud still be a novice in 
all that makes up the great Borne. 
A 


visit to St. Peter's is made and it is fol- 
lowed by a second and again by a third,, 
and yet it is not entirely understood in 
its stupendous proportions. 
For in- 


stance, about the center of what we wilt 
call the middle asle, is tho crypt, the 
burial place of

down into the basement, if yon will, 
and above this an altar at which the I 
pope, only, says mass. Whet I want to 
state particularly ie that above this there ! 
is a cupola, a great dome, up above the ; 
roof of this wonderful church. * This ; 
dome rests upon four huge buttresses of | 
marble, 234 feet 
in 
circumference. | 


These buttresses are, of course, very ar- 
tistically 
ornamented. 
There are 


niches in them containing statues six- 
teen feet in height. The dome rises 308 
feet above the roof, and is 630 feet in 
circumference. In from the side aisles 
there are, on both sides of the church, 
chapels, a great number of them, in 
each of which moss is offered. 
I will 


only add to this paragraph that the 
portico alone of St. Peter's is large 
enough to make several good-sized 
churches. It is seventy eight yards in 
length, fourteen and one-half yard* in 


idth and sixty-six feet in height 
I have twice visited the Vatican pic- 


ture gallery, but two visits more will be 
required that I satisfy myself. 
Even 


then there are too many pictures to re- 
fer to them in detail. 
Permit me to 


mention -that in this gallery ie the 
world-renowned 
Transfiguration, 
by 


Raphael, his last great work. 
In the 


Sistine chapel is the great ceiling paint- 
ing of Michael Angelo, representing

through itfl different stages and history 
on into tho years of Noah, through those 
of the prophets to the expectation of 
the Savior. On the altar wall in tho 
still more wonderful (wonderful in it* 
way) picture, Michael Angelo's Last 
Judgment 
It is sixfy-four feet in 


width, almost square. It is an awful 
study, great, no doubt, in its art. In 
the center is Christ and the Blessed Vir- 
gin, surrounded by apostles and other 
saints; below the rising dead is hell, ac- 
cording to Dante's conception. 
The 


angels ore near the sainta, whilst the 
devils with instruments of torture, are 
near the other class. 
All these figures 


ore of large dimensions, greater, many 
of them, than life size. 
There is also a 


sculpture gallery and a Mosaic factory 
here attached to the Vatican, but I 
have not yet had time to visit them. 
The Vatican palace has eleven thousand 
rooms. 


Passing to another direction let us 


visit the church of the Passioniste and 
find here the Mala santa or sacred stairs. 
There are twenty-eight marble steps 
brought from the palace of Pilate at Je1 


rusalem, whirh our Savior ascended 
when he entered the court of the gov- 
ernor. They were brought'to Rome in 
326 by the Empress Helen ft. Each step 
is probably twenty inches wide and 
perhaps live inches in height. 
The 


marble slab is covered with wood for 
preservation. The hall into which the 
stairway ascends is about eight feet 
wide, and the length of each slab ex- 
tends from one wall to the other. 
Six 


persons can kneel side by side on each 
step. This wood-casing is the case with 
all except the topmost slab, which is 
very much worn and has become great- 
ly reduced from its original thickness. 
People who ascend these stairs do so on 
their knees, never on their feet. 
Tho 


task is not so easy, nor do the pious 
visitor's tibial bones and knee caps ex- 
perience anything other than considtT- 
able wear at the end of his little pil- 
grimage. A jovial priest from Califor- 


nia, 
corpulent and of short stature too, 


was thought by his friends to have, in- 
deed, accomplished an heroic task by 
this devout exercise. 
A good American 


bishop, of heavy weight, he too per- 
severed in his pious undertaking until 
he reached the height, and perspiration 
rolled from beneath his silvery locks. 
Close by is the 


OHUROH OF BT. JOHN TjATBKAH, 


the nave of which is 426 feet in length. 
The church has a history of many vicis- 
situdes. 
At its high altar tho pope, 


only, flays mass, if mass bo said thpre. 
It is said that in the baptistry attached 
to this church, Pope Sylvester baptized 
tho Emperor Constantino in 324, Hioiigh 
it ifl also ntoiM that his baptism, took 


place just previous to bis depth, in 837. 
St. John Laterau, after the time of Con- 
stantino the Great, was the principal 
cLurcli of Rome, and called "the mother 
and head of all churches of the city and 
of the world." 
Five important conn- 


oils, 1123, 1139, 1179, 1215 and 1512, 
were held in this basilica. 


In front of the Lateran palace at- 


tached to the church, is an- obelisk, the 
largest in existence, measuring 104 feet 
with the pedestal 153 feet, weighing 600 
tons. This obelisk, was erected origi- 
nally ov King Thothmosis, at Thebis, 
who lived from 1597 to 1660, before 
Christ. It was brought to Rome in 357 
by Constantius, and erected oil its pres- 
ent site by Pope Sixtus V. It is of red 
granite. * 


Thus I might continue to write yon 


about other great churches and gather 
statistics in reference thereto, but your 
patience would become exhausted. As 
your paper reaches a goodly number of 
the clergy of pur diocese, I take occa- 
sion to state that

(we are in Rome one week) he has been 
engaged with his affairs ad limina and 
the quin-quennial report submitted to 
the Propaganda.

things have found their way into the 
papervthat I desire to state the follow- 
ing: This visit was made to an ally of 
the German government There exists, 
its is known, a triple alliance between 
Germany, Austria and Italy, offensive 
and defensive. A large number of peo- 
ple saw in the visit a recognition of the 
existing state of affairs in Italy. 
This 


•view is taken, of course, by the entire 
government and liberal party. 
Bis- 


marck spoke of the visit EH u political 
necessity, saying that he could not dis- 
regard the 300,000 men that bear arms 
in Italy. At the same time he wished 
to 


BBOW HIS BEOABD FOB THE POPE. 


Accordingly, a visit was arranged to the 
pope and an etiquett was adopted that 
could oot be compromising to the dig- 
nity of the Vatican, a repitition that 
prevailed at the reception of tho crown 
prince, which was that he would not go 
to the Vatican in carriages of the quirinal. 
The crown prince was in the carringe 
of Von Schfoeser, and the emperor m 
his own carriage, also from the Ger- 
man embassy. In spite of this visit of 
com teay to the pope there can be no 
doubt that some wont of defence was 
manifested 
for the 
feelings of the 


Sovereign Pontiff, by the young emper- 
or und prominent persons of his suite. 
In conformation of this I do not refer to 
the slighting and gesting manner in 
which rumor says he spoke of his visit 
after his return to the qnirinal. 
But 


his strong declaration at a public ban- 
quet that same evening 


IN FATOB OF ITA1J AN UNITY, 


and his declaration in the same speech 
of mutual pledges of Italy and Ger- 
many, to guarantee each other protec- 
tion seemed a little too forward and too 
indelicate at this juncture of affairs. 
In fact, it seemed that the impression 
left by the emperor on the minds of 
the people is that he was much given 
to levity and light jesting, and bore 
liimself on the whole like a big boy 
turned loose from* school into vocation. 


What is reported to have been the 


conduct of Herbert Von Bismarck in 
the appartmentfl of the pontiff cannot 
be more free from censure than that of 
the emperor himself. By a private 
preconcerted plan, as it is stated, Prince 
Henery was to demand admission to 
the papal presence twenty-five minutes 
after the emperor's entrance, to prevent 
a prolonged private conversation. In 
accord, with this plan, the Prince Im- 
perial approached the door of the pope's 
private entrance and demanded admis- 
sion. The Mgr. on duty excused him- 
self, not feeling authorized to interrupt 
the conversation of the emperor and his 
holiness. At this junction Herbert Von 
Bismarck dashed forward as if to open 
the door by violence, and said the 
Prince Imperial of Germany does anie 
camera to nobody, and then to prevent 
further rudeness and disturbances the 
Mgr. opened the door. 


The result of the emperor's visit may 


be inferred. As much might be said of 
Salisbury's promises to the Holy See. 
But I must close, my letter it is already 
too lengthy.
